Two other men, he said, who appar- 
ently had been loitering in the dark- 
ness, Jumped on the doctor, and as- 
sisted by the man who hit him on the 
jaw, threw him into a motor car 
standing at the curb 

The car was driven away at a 
furious, pace. Constable Allercott on 
patrol duty, spotted the car, and as 
it whizzed past him, fired a shot at 
the rear right tire, The shot appar- 
ently did not take effect, according to

| Verplexities 

The year as a whole has been one | 
of many perplexities and graye

“The system upon which pool oper- 
ations are based has, however, with- 
jtood every strain placed upon it so 
far and has never functioned with 
more efficiency than in the past year 
~f surplus supplies.” 

Efforts for the establishment of an| 
agency in Europe, and particularly in 
the United Kingdom, to stabilize a 
“fair price’ level have not met 
with success. “As against some such 
arrangement, European governments 
have strained every nerve to increase 
home production, as ts evidenced by 
the protective tariffs now ruling in

If Canada is to have a distinctive na 
tional flag, nobody surely will question 
that the men who have fought Canada’s 
battles ought to have the deciding voice as 
to what the pattern of that flag should be 

That aside, the Canadian Legion rec- 
ommends a design which must appeal 
strongly to those who are neither inelined 
to smother Canadian nationality nor to 
exaggerate this to the point of ignoring 
our relationship to the British Empire 

The Union Jack with the Canadian 
coat of arms superimposed upon it is a de- 
vice which at the same time emphasizes 
Canada’s status as a self-governing nation 
and symbolizes its membership in the 
great commonwealth of nations founded 
by people from the British Isles, 

END THE FARCE? 

According to the voters’ list there are 
10,739 qualified electors in Edmonton, Of 
these, 40,689 were not present at the an 
nual meeting on Tuesday evening. The at- 
tendance at tonight’s meeting on the south 
side will have to break recent records if 
it is large enough to blur the moral.

WAR IN MANCHURIA 


Geneva is a long way from Manchuria, 


and so far as influence is concerned it is 
tbout as far from Moscow. 

That the League of Nations can do 
anything immediately effective in re- 


sponse to China’s plea for intervention 
between that country and Soviet Russia is 
not apparent. Moscow has resorted to 
force, aS it plainly meant to do from the 
first. The League of Nations is not a 
fighting organization, and there is little 
enough prospect that the member-nations, 
under orders or influence of the League, 
would take up arms to oust the Reds from 
Manchuria, 

A little more than a year ago, Nation- 
alist China demanded that foreign troops 
and warships be withdrawn from Chinese 
soil and waters. They were withdrawn 
Now Nationalist China is calling for help, 
and the only kind of help that could stay 
the carnage is not at hand. 

At least the self-sufficient authorities 
at Canton or Nanking cannot blame Great 
Britain and the United States for the on- 
slaught that the red army is making upon 
them, nor for not having forces on the 
scene with which to point a demand 
for a stay ot hostilities 


MR. DUNNING’S APPOINTMENT 


Hon. C. A 
the Dominion Department cf Finance, 
a relatively young man, with a record of 
very competent administration, The Minis- 
ter of Finance ranks next to the Prime 
Minister in prestige, authority and influ 
ence, in the Government, in parliament 
and in the country. Mr, Dunning's selec- 
tion for the post is thus a promotion and 
a recognition of outstanding ability 

The new Minister has the disadvant 
age of following a predecessor who was 
peculiarly gifted, signally successful, and 
vho to an unusual degree gained the con 
fidence of men of all parties and sections. 
He has the compensating advantage of in- 
heriting a fiscal policy which has been 
evnerally accepted as well adapted to the 
circumstances of the time-——circumstances 
which in the main are about what they 
were four or five years ago 

Whether and to what extent the acces- 
sion of Mr. Dunning implies a change in 
that policy, remains to be seen, It is at 
least unlikely that any radical alteration 
will be made at the coming session of par- 
liament, or until the outcome is known of

WOULD AFFECT 
BORDER CITIES 


Regulations May Demand 
Aliens Working in U.S. 
Reside There

WASHINGTON, Nov, + The 
regulation to compel allens working in 
the United States to reside in the Un- 
ited States, which is under considera- 
tion at the department of labor, means 
that the present means of livelihood 
of between 10,000 and 15,000 residents 
of Canada is again threatened, It 1s 
calculated that if the labor depart- 
ment decides to push the matter which 
is considered to be the outgrowth of 
agitation carried on by labor organi- 
vations, and the United States gov- 
ernment were to support the depart- 
ment, about one-quarter of the popu- 
lation of the border cities of Canada 
would be adversely affected. 

The proposed regulation, it is un- 
derstood, would require payment of an 
elght dollar head tax and 10 dollars 
for a visa on every border crossing 
The regulation would apparently re- 
voke general order 86, which was pro- 
mulgated on April 1, 1927, Under this 
order Canadians and non-native Ca- 
nadians who crossed the borde daily 
to work were givén the status of im- 
migrants, and under that rating It ts 
understood no further imposition of 
head tax or charge for visa is admiss- 
able 


The Status 

The chronology of the status of re- 
tidents of Canada, who work in the 
United States follows 

1, Canadians and residents of the 
dominion, gainfully employed in the 
United States were permitted to cross 
dally as visitors; 

2, They were permitted to cross as 
immigrants, being forced to comply
